Cleaning a Rusty Rifle. 
It is an easy matter to clean a rusty ! 
rifle barrel, but when the rust has i 
pitted the metal to any depth, the ac- > 
curacy of tho rifle is destroyed. When I 
the rust is very thick saturate the iii I 
side of the barrel with coal oil, and . 
allow it to soak well in for an hour or 
more. 
When tho rust bas softened I 
somewhat wrap some tow around the 
ramrod, and pour enongh coal oil up 
on it fo thoroughly moisten it, and 
push in a rotary manner through the j 
barrel and back a dozen times. When I 
the tow gets very dirty renew it a id 
continue the process until the coarser I 
portion of the rust has been removed, j 
A round brush of stiff bristles is next j 
fixed to the ram-rod, moistened thor­ 
oughly with the oil, and twisted into a 
barrel, running it back and forth at , 
least a dozen times, thus loosening the i 
dirt thai has been morn firmly attach­ 
ed to it. 
The first operation is now j 
repeated, except that the tow’ on the j 
ramrod is left dry, and the rubbing 
with this must be continued in 
all I 
directions as long as it comes

The use of wire brushes is j
